Student  Response  to  Hunger 


Three  times  as  many  students  as  last 
year  were  on  hand  to  call  on  Quincyans  to 
aid  the  needy  in  the  annual  food  drive 
sponsored  by  the  Student  Senate. 

A  hundred  students  asked  and  hundreds 
of  people  gave.  Some  not  entirely  able,  in 
these  hard  times,  gave  with  great  willing- 
ness. 

From  early  Saturday,  Nov.  23,  till  late, 
the  donated  cars  and  driver  service 
brought  teams  of  students  to  their  desig- 
nated neighborhoods  for  door  to  door  visit- 
ing. 

Students  collected  canned  vegetables, 
fruits,  quick  meals,  boxed  desserts  mixes 
and  canned  meats.  After  collecting  food,  it 
was  taken  to  Student  Center  for  sorting, 
packing  and  labeling. 

Food  boxes  were  packed  by  category  and 
turned  over  to  the  Salvation  Army  and  the 
Catholic  Ladies  of  Charity  for  distribution 
—  4,105  pounds  in  all,  worth  $1,022.10.

Bachelor  of  Arts  De- 
gree in  Health  Science  requires  two  semesters 
of  full-time  courses  in  humanities  and 
sciences  beyond  three  year  R.N.  programs 
while  Bachelor  of  Science  requires  four 
semesters  to  complete.

Noted,  psychoanalyst,  psychologist  and  artist, 
Dr.  Rollo  May,  spoke  of  a  type  of  physical  cour- 
age needed  for  a  society  in  process  of  changing 
and  evolving.  He  said  we  must  train  ourselves  in 
empathy  because  it  is  a  physical  sensation. 

Dr.  May  also  spoke  of  moral  courage,  the  cour- 
age to  perceive  sufferings  of  others  and  of  the 
courage  to  relate.  This  kind  of  courage  is  the 
risking  of  one's  feelings,  the  courage  to  be  inti- 
mate, the  risking  of  relationships  with  others. 

He  said  creative  courage  is  the  reaching  into 
the  self  to  find  new  standards  and  symbols  upon 
which  the  new  society  will  be  based.  He  empha- 
sized that  we  must  have  the  courage  to  commit 
ourselves  to  what  we  believe  in  again  and  again, 
no  matter  how  many  times  we  have  been  wrong 
in  the  past. 

Dr.  May,  gifted  author  of  many  books,  and 
termed  an  "existential  therapist"  contended  that 
man  is  a  prisoner  only  if  he  chooses  to  be  and 
that  life  is  more  than  a  sentence  of  the  past. 

Lecture  was  jointly  sponsored  by  the  College 
Arts  Program  and  the  Psychology  Department 
whose  Chairman,  Mr.  Peter  Prunkl,  introduced 
the  speaker. 


Courage

Historian  and  author  Arthur  Schlesinger,  Jr., 
who  served  as  special  assistant  to  Presidents 
Kennedy  and  Johnson  and  now  professor  of  Hu- 
manities at  the  City  University  of  New  York, 
asserted  that  fifteen  years  ago  the  unprecedented 
shocks  of  Watergate  would  have  been  termed 
science  fiction  or  possible  fantasies. 

"The  greater  the  power,  the  greater  the  ac- 
countability," Schlesinger  contended  is  the  rule 
of  a  true  democracy. 

He  explained  that  the  problem  after  Watergate 
was  to  restore  balance  of  power.  "We  must  drive 
a  nail  into  the  heart  of  the  imperial  presidency 
by  either  lessening  presidency  power  or  increas- 
ing presidential  accountability,"  he  emphasized. 

Schlesinger  thought  the  office  of  vice  president 
should  be  abolished.  The  choice  of  a  man  to  suc- 
ceed the  President  belongs  to  the  American  peo- 
ple. He  cited  the  French  constitution  which  re- 
quires a  new  election  for  a  vacated  presidency 
within  35  days  as  more  democratic  than  our  own 
system. 

Despite  Watergate,  Schlesinger  found  "glory 
rather  than  shame"  coming  from  it  because  of 
the  manner  in  which  we  refused  to  accept  cri- 
minal acts.  "We  have  the  power  to  make  politics 
as  moral  as  we  want,  the  greatest  and  most  hon- 
orable adventure,"  he  emphasized. 

Lecture  was  co-jointly  sponsored  by  the  Col- 
lege Arts  Program,  Phi  Alpha  Theta  and  the  His- 
tory Club,  and  David  Costigan,  associate  profes- 
sor of  History,  introduced  the  speaker.

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Well-known  scholar  who  teaches  at  St. 
Louis  University,  Walter  Ong,  S.J.,  spoke  of 
the  relationship  of  worship  to  man's  cultural 
setting.

Father  Ong's  scholarship  is  wide  and  varied.

He  addressed  himself  to 
communication  and  role  of  Christianity  within 
our  society.

Now  teaching  at  Washington  University  in 
St.  Louis,  Dr.  Elkin's  novel.  Searches  and  Sei- 
zures, published  in  1973,  was  nominated  for 
the  National  Book  Award  in  fiction;  the  book 
was  re-released  this  year  under  the  new  title, 
Eligible  Men. 

He  served  in  the  Army  before  studying  for 
his  doctorate  at  the  University  of  Illinois,  re- 
ceived in  1961. 

In  his  satirical  treatment  of  the  occupation 
of  a  franchiser.  Dr.  Elkins  paradied  popular 
franchisers.  He  received  the  Paris  Review  Hu- 
mor Award  in  1965 .

Dr.  Herb  True,  billed  as  the  world's  greatest 
edutainer,  demonstrated  to  marketing  and  psy- 
chology students,  the  dynamics  of  keeping  vi- 
brant, robust  and  out-front  in  this  space  age. 

Donned  in  royal  robes,  the  former  professor  of 
psychology  at  Notre  Dame  University  graphical- 
ly pointed  out  that  the  potential  creativity  of 
young  adults  is  the  most  exciting  thing  in  the 
world  and  often  "the  greatest  undeveloped  terri- 
tory is  right  under  our  hat." 

A  perennial  optimist.  Dr.  True  held  out  bright 
prospects  for  the  future,  suggesting  that  we 
"throw  away  the  crying  towel  and  get  to  work." 
He  recognized  that  much  may  be  wrong  with  our 
country  but  "we've  had  our  decade  of  tears  and 
it's  time  to  get  on  with  the  business  at  hand." 
The  renowned  speaker  contended  that  "never 
has  this  nation  had  so  much  nor  been  possessed 
of  such  brilliant  prospects  for  an  improved  life  in 
the  future." 

Nipping  at  our  representatives  in  Washington, 
Dr.  True  said,  "They're  too  long  on  politics  and 
too  short  on  statesmanship;  they're  trying  too 
hard  to  be  loved  and  too  little  to  being  lovable." 

Versatile  Dr.  True  appeared  through  arrange- 
ments made  by  Dr.  John  Cernech,  Director  of 
Student  Activities  and  the  Department  of  Busi- 
ness Administration.  Richard  Magliari,  assistant 
professor  of  marketing,  introduced  the  speaker. 
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Creativity 


Prominent  theologian,  Wilfred  Murchland, 
C.S.C.,  of  the  Holy  Cross  Fathers,  spoke  on  "Ga- 
briel Marcel:  Incarnational  Existentialism"  at 
final  lecture  in  Bonaventure  Lecture  Series. 

Murchland  began  with  observation  that  Ga- 
briel Marcel's  pilgrimage  has  ended  but  his  ap- 
praisal of  our  "broken  world"  still  speaks  to  our 
experience.  He  said  Marcel  offers  a  great  deal  to 
those  who  continue  to  bring  healing  and  reconci- 
liation wherever  forces  of  depersonalization,  frag- 
mentation and  division  are  at  work. 

Marcel  traced  present-day  difficulties  to  tradi- 
tions of  idealism  and  the  spirit  of  abstraction 
which  is  basis  of  science  and  technology.  Mar- 
cel's protest,  explained  Murchland,  is  against 
primacy  of  approaching  reality  throughout  ab- 
straction, objectification,  analysis  and  problem- 
solving. 

Solution  to  Marcel's  dilemma,  said  Murch- 
land, is  to  return  to  incarnate  condition,  to  a 
bodied,  sensate  participation  in  the  world  and 
life.  "Marcel's  love  was  for  concrete  beings  in  all 
their  singularity,  particularity  and  irreducible 
differences  as  well  as  for  the  mysterious  bonds 
that  join  them,"  elaborated  Murchland. 

Murchland  concluded,  "We  need  to  hear  again 
this  call  to  a  love  for  life,  for  hope  and  fidelity.  It 
is  the  spirit  of  man  which  is  in  such  need  of 
nourishment." 

Bonaventure  Lecture  was  sponsored  by  Theo- 
logy Department  which  makes  available  to  the 
Quincy  Community  prominent  theologians  and 
religious  educators.  Dr.  Leonard  Biallas,  assis- 
tant professor  of  theology,  introduced  Dr. 
Murchland.
